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Financial Assistance for Students 1982-83 


Financial assistance in the form of grants, loans, bursaries, 
fellowships, and scholarships is available to eligible Ontario 
students attending college or university. 

Much of this assistance is provided solely on the basis of 
personal financial need; however, certain awards are 
designed to reward academic excellence, and others are 
designed to encourage study in particular fields. 

Funding is provided mainly through the provincial and 
federal governments. 


Ontario Student Assistance Program 


The Ontario Student Assistance Program (OSAP) consists of 
four plans: 

— the Ontario Study Grant Plan 

— the Canada Student Loans Plan 

— the Ontario Student Loans Plan 

— the Ontario Special Bursary Plan 

The four OSAP plans provide assistance according to the 
financial needs of individual students. They are intended to 
supplement — not to replace — the financial contribution of 
the students and their immediate families. 

When students apply for assistance, the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities first calculates how much aid the 
eligible students may receive from the provincial govern- 
ment’s Ontario Study Grant Plan. If additional assistance is 
needed, the ministry determines the amount required from 
the federal government’s Canada Student Loans Plan. If the 
students’ needs cannot be fully met by the federal plan, they 
may be eligible to receive loan funds from the provincial 
government’s Ontario Student Loans Plan. 

The fourth component of OSAP, the Ontario Special 
Bursary Plan, is designed to assist part-time and upgrading 
students in special financial circumstances only. 

Here is a brief description of the OSAP plans. 

The Ontario Study Grant Plan provides grants for post- 
secondary students for up to eight terms of study, normally 
the first four years. Students do not have to first obtain 
assistance in the form of a loan before receiving this grant 
from the province. 

Eligible students receive grant assistance if they plan to 
attend a ministry-approved college or university anywhere 
in Canada. 
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All students are expected to pay some of the costs of their 
education. The amount of grant available depends on the 
resources of the students and their families. 

Eligible students, whether full-time or part-time, receive 
grant aid for their first eight periods of study, each period 
being no more than nineteen weeks in length. When the eight 
grant periods have been used, students may continue to 
receive aid through the loan plans outlined below. 

The federal Canada Student Loans Plan, administered by 
the provincial government, makes loans available to eligible 
students whose program of study in any academic year is at 
least twelve weeks long. The amount of the loan is based on 
the student’s financial need, as determined by the ministry. 

Students eligible for a loan must make the arrangements 
with their bank and are responsible for repaying the money 
to the bank. Interest on the loan is paid by the federal govern- 
ment while students are attending a post-secondary institution 
on a full-time basis. Six months after they cease studying 
full-time, the students are expected to begin repayment of 
both principal and interest. 

Ontario students enrolled at a ministry-approved univer- 
sity, college, private vocational school, or other post- 
secondary institution, anywhere in the world, may apply for 
a loan under the Canada Student Loans Plan. 

The Ontario Student Loans Plan provides loans for eligi- 
ble students whose financial needs are not fully met by the 
Canada Student Loans Plan. It also provides assistance for 
part-time students or students enrolled in courses that are not 
recognized under the Canada Student Loans Plan. 

The terms of repayment are similar to those for the Canada 
Student Loans Plan, but the interest rates may differ. 

Only students studying at Ontario universities and colleges 
of applied arts and technology, at Ryerson Polytechnical 
Institute, and at certain other post-secondary institutions in 
the province are eligible to apply for a loan under the Ontario 
Student Loans Plan. 

The Ontario Special Bursary Plan is designed to help 
exceptionally needy students who have little or no previous 
post-secondary education, and who need post-secondary 
training and skills to obtain better employment. Students are 
not usually requested to repay the bursary. To be eligible, 
students must be enrolled in an approved adult upgrading 
program or in a program representing sixty per cent or less of 
a normal full course load. They may not receive financial 
assistance from the Ontario Study Grant Plan or the Canada 
or Ontario Student Loans Plan at the same time. 

This plan applies only to students enrolled at approved 
post-secondary institutions in Ontario. 
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Second-Language Bursaries and Fellowships 


Assistance for second-language study is provided through 
six programs. 

The federally funded Fellowships for Studying in French 
program provides fellowships on the basis of academic merit 
for students who are enrolled for the first time in an under- 
graduate or graduate program taught in French. 

Approximately 500 eligible students may receive up to 
$2000 for their first year of study in French. The fellowship 
is not renewable. 

Students must be enrolled on a full-time basis in a French- 
language or bilingual Canadian university, a bilingual Ontario 
college of applied arts and technology, or a professional 
program in a French-language CEGEP (Collége d’enseigne- 
ment général et professionnel) in Quebec. 

The Summer Language Bursary Program is funded by 
the federal government and administered in Ontario by the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities. 

It provides bursaries of $1150 for students who have 
completed Grade 12 and are taking summer immersion 
courses in their second official language, French or English. 
The bursary is paid directly to designated institutions to cover 
the cost of tuition, board and lodgings, and the students’ 
cultural activities. 

The federally funded Second-Language Monitor 
Program provides up to $3000 for full-time university 
students who work part-time as second-language monitors in 
educational institutions. Monitors are English-speaking stu- 
dents studying in a French-language area who assist teachers 
of English as a second language, or they are French-speaking 
students studying in an English-language area who assist 
teachers of French as a second language. The program 
usually applies to student monitors who are working and 
studying outside their home province. 

The Full-Time Monitor Program is a pilot project aimed 
at students who have completed at least one year of university- 
level study and who are prepared to assume the duties of a 
monitor from September to June. The remuneration for the 
period is $7000. The monitors may be French- or English- 
speaking students; their duties will consist in helping students 
improve their conversational skills in either French or Eng- 
lish, as the case may be. The monitors will normally be 
required to leave their home province and will be assigned to 
rural or semi-urban areas. 
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The Monitor Program for Francophones in Minority 
Areas offers about 40 students who are registered full-time at 
a post-secondary institution the opportunity to work as moni- 
tors in six Canadian provinces. The duties of monitors consist 

in helping Francophone students in minority areas to perfect 
their command of their mother tongue and to enrich their 
knowledge of the Canadian Francophone culture. The remu- 
neration for participation in the program is up to $3000. 
Bursaries for Summer French Course for Francophones 
From Minority Areas is a pilot project that offers 12 eligible 
Francophone students — i.e., students whose mother tongue 
is French and who reside in Ontario — the opportunity to take 
a summer course in French at the University of Quebec in 
Trois-Riviéres. The aim of the program is to provide Franco- 
phone students with the opportunity to perfect their command 
of their mother tongue and to enrich their knowledge of their 
own culture. The bursary, in the amount of $1150, will 
cover the cost of tuition fees, instructional materials, and 
room and board. 


Graduate Scholarships and Fellowships 


Several awards provide financial assistance for Ontario 
graduate and post-graduate students. 

Ontario Graduate Scholarships reward academic excel- 
lence at the graduate level of study in Ontario universities. In 
the 1983-84 academic year, up to 1200 graduate students 
will each receive a scholarship of $2090 per academic term. 

Each year, the Sir John A. Macdonald Graduate Fellow- 
ship in Canadian History is awarded to a scholar majoring 
in Canadian history and enrolled in a full-time graduate pro- 
gram at an Ontario university. The award, valued at $6500, 
can be renewed for three consecutive years, to a maximum 
of $19 500. 

The Ontario-Quebec Exchange Fellowship Program 
provides fellowships for graduate students from Ontario and 
Quebec who attend a university in the other province; the 
students must be enrolled in full-time graduate or post- 
graduate programs conducted entirely in their second official 
language, English or French. 

Sponsored by the two provincial governments, the pro- 
gram awards ten fellowships to students in each province. 


The successful students each receive $6000 at the master’s 
level, $8000 at the doctoral level, and $14 000 at the post- 
doctoral level. 

The Queen Elizabeth II Scholarships, valued at $8500 
each, are awarded each year for academic excellence to 
five Ontario students who are nearing the completion of 
their doctoral studies in the humanities, social sciences, 
or mathematics.
